SEVERAL SMALL BATTLES 


Aguinaldo’s Troops Being Driven

Skirmishes. 


Manila, March 28.—There has been fight- 
ing at different points today, but no heavy 


engagement. 

“MacArthur's entire division has crossed 
the Marilao River, having constructed 
pontoon bridges for the purpose. The force 
has been pushed northward and the enemy 
is kept in retreat. 

The rebels made a night attack on the 
Americans at Marilao and were repulsed 
with considerable loss. The American loss 
was five killed and fourteen wounded. 

The gunboat Laguna de Bay routed the 
insurgents at Bulacan, but not until three 
Americans were wounded. | 

In the early fighting today Garcia, a na- 
tive General, came down from Dagupan by 
tain with 1,000 riflemen and 4,000 Bolomen 
and took positions at Marilao. A river was

Ten South Dakotans Killed. 

‘The South Dakota Volunteers and the 
Artillery, acting as infantry, were 
thrown forward. The South Dakotans 
eharged brilliantly across an open space on 
the east of the railway to the edge of some 
woods. They lost ten killed and eleven 
wounded, including three Lieutenants. 

The Third Artillery, on the right of the 
faliroad, charged and lost nine men wound- 
two mortally. 

On the left the insurgents in a trench east 
Of the river offered a stubborn resistance. 
Mi@fenant Critchlow, with two guns of the 
Utah Battery, and’ Lieutenant Davis, with a

emboldened by the long silence of the war- 
ships on guard duty, opened fire with mus- 
kets, with the result that one man was 
killed and three were wounded. The Mo- 
nadnock then destroyed half the town, in-

The Washington regiment had an exciting 
experience and displayed much gallantry. 
The soldiers found a band of insurgents con- 
cealed in a stone house over which the 
French flag was flying. A private volun- 
teered to set fire to the building. He did 
so, and the troops approached while it was 
burning. The Filipinos had apparently fled, 
but they were greeted with a sudden volley 
from the balcony of the house. The build- 
ing was then cleared of the enemy in short 
order.

WERE UNMISTAKABLE. 


Asserts No Clerical Errors Were Made 


Fully Discussed and Understood— 
Agent Barry Tells Beef Board of 
Commissary’s Studies of Preserva- 
tives—Cattle on the Hoof Contem- 
plated—Plans to Feed 100,000 Men. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D.’C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Commissary General Charles P. Eagan 1s 
due to reach Washington tomorrow, but it 
is not expected he will appear before the 
Miles court of inquiry before Thursday or 
Friday. 

When his turn in the witness chair does 
come he will be obliged perforce to take up 
the gauntlet flung squarely at his feet to- 
day by E. C. Swift of Boston, Vice President 
of Swift & Co., and Charles E. Barry, the 
special representative of the firm at Wash- 
ington during the war. 


inquiry Genera! Eagan asserted that the 
time clauses of the Cuban and Porto Rican 
refrigerated beef contracts, as he under- 


} stood them in causing them to be drawn, | 


meant that the beef was guaranteed to keep 
good for seventy-two hours after being” is- 
sued from either a shore refrigerator or, the 
refrigerating ship itself. 

To account for the presence of the clause 
that the beef should be guaranteed to re- 
main wholesome for twenty-four hours, 
after being issued from the ship's refriger- 
ator, he said it must have been inserted 
through a clerical error. | 

In Chicago G. I. Swift, President of Swift 
& Co., testified that he understood the 
clauses to mean that the meat was to keep 
good for seventy-two hcurs after leaving the 
ship to be transferred to shore refrigerators, 
or twenty-four hours after being issued al- 
rectly from the ship. 

Mr. Swift, however, was not a party to the 
arrangement of details, that portion of the 
contract making falling upon his brother, 
the Eastern head of the firm, and Mr. 
Barry, the special agent. 


Eastern Agents Are Positive. 

The two Eastern men united today in de- 
claring that it was well-understood between 
them and the Commissary General that the 
responsibility of the firm for the good quality 
of the meat ended after it had been kept 
seventy-two hours in the shore refrigerators 
at whatever shore points they should be 
erected. 

The idea, they said, was that the firm 
should keep always in the refrigerators a 
supply of meat fur three days. Before re- 
frigerators. could be erected, and while it 
would be necessary to issue the meat from 
the ship, they said the agreement with 
General Eagan was that the meat should 
remain sweet for twenty-four hours, the 
government on its part to take precautions 
for sheltering the meat from the tropical sun. 

** Genera! Eagan stated,” said Major Lee 
_to E. C. Swift in his cross-examination, “* in 
his testimony that he understood the beef 
should keep seventy-two hours after being 
issued either from the ship or a shore re- 
frigera Can you reconcile that state- 
ment with your own testimony?” 

_ “T can only say,” answered Mr. Swift, 
“that Iam confident General Eagan at the 
time interpreted the contract as I did. In 


view of this, I must say he is mistaken.”’. 4. 


~ “ General Eagan says, moreover,” con- 
tinued Major Lee, “‘that the twenty-four 
hour clause got into the contract through a 
clerical error."’ 


Was Not a Clerical Error. 

“That cannot be so,” retorted the wit- 
ness. ‘‘I caused the clause to be inserted, 
with the consent of General Eagan, when I 
examined the contract on my second trip to 
Washington, June 29, and when I read the 
document over and found that it made pos- 
sible the interpretation that the meat must 
be guaranteed seventy-two hours from sea 
or shore. | 

“‘I told General Eagan I did not care to 
have such an inference possible. He had 
not intended the contract to convey such an 
idea and he was willing to have it modified. 

**To make the meaning perfectly clear and 
to provide for the times when the meat 


' would have to be issued from the ship we 


added at the same time the twenty-four 
hour clause to cover such issues.”’ 


Barry Supports Mr. Swift. . 


Mr. Barry, who was present at the inter- 
views with General Eagan, supported in 
detail the version of his superior. The two 
men were the only witnesses of the after- 
noon. 

Mr. Swift, when he took the witness chair, 
said his first knowledge of the impending 
award of the Cuban refrigerated beef con- 
tract to his firm was received June 23, when 
he was notified by the Chicago office to go 
to Washington to consult with General 
Eagan, the company having been the low- 
est bidder, though the contract was not 
yet awarded. 

**I was instructed,” said Mr. Swift, “‘ that 
General Eagan desired to confer with some 
officer of the company. I went direct to 
Washington, reaching there the following 
morning. 

‘I had two interviews with Eagan that 
day, but at neither of them were details 
of the contract discussed. The contract 
itself was not then drawn. 

‘‘General Eagan desired chiefly to know 
how we would equip ships with refrigerator 
machines and how many ships we would 
want. 

‘*He said he wanted to have a ship sail 
from the United States every three days, 
and he wanted enough of them so that once 
in that same number of days he could land 
beef at every seacoast town in Cuba. 

‘He was going to have the ships circle

“He believed that 100,000 soldiers would 
be sent to Cuba, and he was planning be- 
sides to feed the natives upon refrigerated 
beef, assuming that in many cities they 
would be ina starving condition.

MAY DIE FROM POLICE SHOT. 


Charles Greiger Dangerously Wounded 
by Patrolman Edward Molineaux 
at Bradley and Noble Streets. 


Charles Greiger, a‘ comparative stranger 
in Chicago, lies at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital ° 
in a critical condition and may die from 
bullet wounds inflicted early this morning 
by Policeman Edward Molineaux of the 
Rawson Street Station. Sergeant Regan, 
Lieutenant Kroll, and others of Molineaux’s 
superiors in the force are investigating the 
case to determine whether or not the shoot- 
ing was justifiable 

About 12:15 a. m. several pedestrians 
heard pistol shots at Bradley and Noble 
streets and saw a man running across the 
street followed by two policemen. Three 
shots were fired. After the first two the 
man was still running, but at the third shot 
he fell. 

Policemen Molineaux, who did the shoot- 
ing, and Dépke, who was close behind him, 
hastily examined the man's wounds, then 
sent for a police ambulance, and had him re- 
moved to the hospital. Relating the cir- 
cumstances that led up to the shooting 
Molineaux said: 

“I heard a crash that sounded as if it 
might have been the bursting open of a door 
or window, and just a few seconds later saw 
the man coming from an alley back of the 
store in Bradley street from which the sound 
seemed to come. I ordered him to halt and 
he paid Ro attention, and when I started 1 
him he ran. “‘T fired twice the Brotinia té 
warn him and he still ran; then I fired high- 
er, intending to wing him, but not hurt him 
seriously.’’ 

Inspection of the premises Molineaux 
thought might have been broken into showed 
no doors or windews had been tampered 
with. It was learned later that at the time 
the crash was heard Druggist Victor Bar- 
donski, at the same corner, had been shoy- 
eling coal in his basement, and it was sup- 
posed this might have caused the crash. 

Andrew Schultz, 42 Bradley street, was a 
witness of the shooting. The injured man 
had nothing of a suspicious character on his 
person. | 

At the hospital it was stated two bullets 
had taken effect on Greiger, one between 
the shoulders and one grazing the top of the 
right shoulder and making a flesh wound in

PARTITION OF SAMOA GIVEN UP. 


German Proposition Abandoned Owing 
to the Lack of Support from 
Great Britain. 


Berlin, March 27.—The National Zeitung 
today says the German proposal for the 
partition of the Samoan Islands may be re- 
garded as abandoned owing to lack of re- 
sponse, particuiarly from Great Britain. 

Washington, D. C., March 27.—The lively 
discussion of Samoan affairs in the foreign 
press seems to be a sequel to the develop- 
ments of last week, which have not been 
followed by any material change in the sit- 
uation. Secretary Hay has held further 
conferences with Ambassador von Holleben 
of Germany and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador, but these, it is stated 
quite positiveiy, have not advanced the sub- 
ject toward a settlement. 

The Berlin report in one of the London 
papers, to the effect that the Germans had 
determined to abandon the support of King 
Mataafa in order to induce the United States 
to withdraw its support of Chief Justice 
Chambers, is not borne out by any propo- 
sitions made here. It is: the view of the 
State department that if the Germans with- 
drew support from Mataafa the trouble 
would practically be over, as the kingship 
is at the bottom of the present affair. 


ALGER IGNORES THE ASSEMBLY. 


Secretary of War Refuses to Receive 
the Generals of the So-Called 
Cuban Legislature.

Havana, March 27.—The principal result 

of Secretary Alger’s visit has been the quell-

SEVEN MEN ALSO HURT AT BURN- 
ING OF ARMOUR FELT PLANT. 


Employes tn a Panic—Some Jump from 
Windows—Two Are Probably Fatal- 
ly Injured—Many Narrow Escapes— 
Rapid Spread of the Flames—Loss 
on Building and Contents Esti- 
mated at $300,000 — Search of the 
Ruins Today. 


The five-story brick building of the Armour 
curled hair and felt plant, Thirty-first place 
and Benson street, was destroyed yesterday 
by fire, which started among the wool pick- 
ing machines on the third floor, and spread 
80 rapidly as to imperil the lives of 152 oper- 
atives in the building. The total loss was 
estimated at $300,000, fully covered by insur- 
ance. There were many narrow escapes, 
Seven persons were injured, of whom some 
may die, and six employés were still missing 
at midnight and it was beHeved they had per- 
ished in the flames. The ruins will be 
searched for their bodles today.

Given Up as Dead. 

Miss Ella Hemmilwright, the forewoman, 
was one of the last to reach the street. She 
told a little boy she had left some books be- 
hind, and the two went back into the build- 
ing and succeeded in getting them. The boy 
lost Miss Hemmilwright in the denge smoke, 
and when he got out he left the books at the 
office of the felt works. Her family have 
given up hope of her safety. 

The friends of John White; the elevator 
man, James Flanigan, and Dennis Sheehan 
have abandoned hope of their escape. They 
all lived near the felt works, and it would 
not have taken any of them five minutes 
to make his whereabouts known if he was 
alive. 

Search will be made in the ruins today for 
the missing. | 


Escape of Employes. 

T e burned building covered half a block 
of Bround, At.3 o’cloek, when everything 
was in full blast, some one cried “* Fire,”’ and 
instantly there was a wild scramble among 
the workpeople to escape. Men and women 
fell over each other in their haste to get out, 
and some women fainted. There were four 
fire escapes, two on the south side of the 
building and two on the north. The stair- 
ways, lined with fireproof brick, and the four 
fire escapes were in instant demand, and 
meh, women, and children scurried down 
them to safety. There were two elevators 
in the building. One dropped, but, fortu- 
nately, no one was init. The other carried 
one load down, and then had to be aban- 
doned, so fast did the firespread. 

‘“‘Joe’’ Breen was with Jerry Steele on the 
fourth floor when the alarm reached them. 
‘“* We can’t escape by the stairs,” said Jerry 
as he rushed to a window and, after hang- 
ing out of it for five minutes, with the flames 
and smoke encircling him, dropped to the 
ground. One foot hit the big net held open 
by the firemen, while the other struck the 
sidewalk, and his leg and hip were fractured. 
He also received.internal injuries which are 
likely to prove fatal. Breen made his way 
down the stairs and through the smoke to 
the second floor, where he jumped to the 
ground, spraining his ankle. 

Superintendent John Pendergast was the 
first to turn in the alarm. 

“J was on the fourth floor,’”’ said Mr. 
Pendergast, ¥ when I heard screams coming 
from the floor below. I ran up the stairway 
and saw smoke. I rushed tothefire box and 
gave the alarm, and sent word to as many 
rooms as possible. The large number of 
rooms in the building made it impossible 
to communicate with every one. There were 
152 operatives in the works, 100 young men, 
a few old men, and fifty women, ranging in 
ages from 16 to 40 years.” 


Rapid Spread of Flames. 

Before the employés were out of the build- 
ing smoke poured from every window, chok- 
ing the firemen and concealing the fire it- 
self from the firemen: Chief Swenie was 
early on hand, and within a comparatively 
short period had twenty-five engines, two 
water boats, and 250 firemen playing over 
fifty streams of water on the fire. 

Meanwhile the fire had increased in fury 
and along the western end smoke gave way 
to shooting flames. Chief Swenie concen- 


trated most of his force on that end of the 


building, there being danger of the fire 
spreading to the Armour glue works, just 


4 west of the felt works. Firemen were up 


on box cars and on top of the glue works 
playing streams on the flames, half hidden 
by smoke from the eyes of the spectators 
and valiantly contesting every inch. 
Ultimately the firemen won. The roof of 
the felt works gave in at the western end, 
then the floors fell in rapid succession with 
resounding and reverberating crashes. This 
saved the glue works. At 5:30 o'clock 
Chief Swenie’s men had the fire practical- 
ly under control, although it burned for 
hours afterwards and was constantly 


watched and fought. 


Desert Armour Row. 

‘The heat of the flames could be feit five or 
six blocks away. Immediately to the north 
of the burning: building, separated from it 
by an open space of seventy-five feet, was 
the Armour row, tenanted for the most part 
by the families and relatives of those em- 
ployed in the. felt works. It appeared to 
the frightened people that their homes were 
to be destroyed, and household belongings 
were carried tnto the street, but the flames 
failed to reach the row. 

H. A. Walker, Armour’s insurance man, 
said the building was insured for $150,000 
and the contents for an equal amount. There 
is absolutely nothing left of the contents, 
the ruin holding only an indiscriminate 
mass of charred merchandise and melted 
machinery. The western end of the build- 
ing has but two stories standing, and they 


‘will have to be rebuilt. The eastern end is 


in the best shape, but the middle part, or 
what. is left of it, is shaky, Mr, Walker 
considers it a total loss, «

PLANS TO TAKE WOMAN’S LIFE. 


Belief Ohio Convict Tried to Accom- 
plish Murder He Failed in 
a Year Ago. 


Columbus, O., March 27.—[Special. ]—Otis 
Hurley, who once attempted to take the life 
of Miss Daisy Sprague, was caught early 
this morning while attempting to escape 
from the penitentiary under circumstanccs 
which lead the officials to believe that a 
second attempt was about to be made onthe 
woman's life. 

Last Thursday Hurley was sent to the cel- 
lar under the hospital to be punished for re- 
fusing to work, and it now develops this was 
part of his scheme to escape. Hurley, who 
has worn a ball and chain ever since he was 
sentenced to twelve years in prison for sta>- 
bing Miss Sprague, with whom he was in- 
sanely in love, arranged with Thomas 
Rawler, another prisoner, to make a rope 
and hide it in the shop. With this rope he 
intended to scale the wall. . | 

While in the steel cage in the hospital 
basement Hurley managed to secure some 
small saws, and with these he severed rivets 
which fastened the lock of the door to the 
cell. Then he sawed out the rivets which 
fastened his ball and chain to his legs, and 
the freedom of the basement was his. 

Carefully fastening the cell, to deceive the 
patrol guards, Hurley crawled through a 
basement window into the yard, going to 


‘boltshop No. 4 to find the rope which Rawler 


had made. Through some misunderstand- 
ing the rope was too well concealed, and the 
prisoner secured a lot of wrapping twine 
and made another rope. He had no grap- 
pling hook, however, and, seeing his plans 
would not work Hurley concluded to conceal 
himself until Monday night, when he would 
follow out his original plan as nearly as 
possible. 

According to Hurley’s statement he went 
to the glove shop, because he supposed that 
would be the last place the officers would 
look for him. The prison officials reason, 
however, that finding little hope of escape 
Hurley determined to end the days of the 
object of his hopeless love, Miss Sprague, 
who is a bookkeeper in the glove shop. 

At any rate the prisoner made a dangerous 
climb by means of a water pipe, and, creep- 
ing along the walls, gained the elevator 
shaft and climbed up the cables to the floor 
of the glove shop. In the office he hid be- 
hind a pile of boxes, where he was discov- 
ered about 6 o’clock on Monday morning. 

The prisoner concealed himself directly 
over the desk at which the young woman 
works, and had with him a dirk made of 
half of a large pair of scissors. 

Miss Sprague is employed in the peniten- 
tiary as bookkeeper by a glove contract 
firm. On Sept. 9, 1898, while employed in the 
glove shop, Hurley waylaid Miss Sprague 
on the outside stairway leading to the shop 
and endeavored to kill her by stabbing her 
with a sharp pointed shoe knife. She was 
dangerously wounded, but finally recovered, 
and resumed her place in the glove shop 
office. 

Hurley was taken out and tried for at- 
tempted murder, receiving an additional 
sentence of twelve years. He was origizal- 
ly sent up from Dayton for burglary and 
larceny under sentence of six years. 

Miss Sprague, who is a tall, pretty blor.de 
of 20, when warned of the danger she was in 
by holding a position inside the prison walls, 
said: 

“I have to work for a living. Good places 
are hard to find. What else can I do?’’

Harrisburg, Pa., March 27.—There are ru- 
mors here tonight that a conference of Sen- 
ator Quay’s friends throughout the State 
will be held at the Executive Mansion on 
Wednesday to discuss the Senatorial con- 
test. The story is that Mr. Quay has notified 
his friends that he is feelifig too badly to 
leave Florida at this time, and that he will 
leave his candidacy entirely in their hands.

Quay since the beginning of the deadlock, 
are expected to break away, and this is as- 
signed as the most potent reason for the 
conference.

The Legislature of the Kruger republic Is 
composed of two Housés, the First and — 
Second Volksraads. The First Voiksraad is 
elected by the first-class burghers and prac- 
tically exercises sole control in legislation. 
The Second Voiksraad, with no actual power, 
is chosen by the second-class burghers. 

The privileges of first-class burghers are 
confined to white men who lived in the re- . 
public prior to 1876 and their descendants. 

The alien who desires to become a natural- 
ized citizen of the republic must reside there 
fourteen years, and then, by special enact-— 
ment of the First Volksraad, he may be 
admitted to the privileges of the first 
burghers. 

What the English Demand. — 

The British residents demand such modifi- - 
cation of the citizenship laws as will give 
them a larger voice in the governmemt. This 
may seem an impudent demand, but a ma- 
jority of the white inhabitants are English; 
the bulk of the property is owned by English- 
men, and the industrial and commercial de- 
veiopment of the state is due to English . 
capital and enterprise. The republic is 
practically surrounced by English territory. 
Seven-ninths of the revenue of the republic 
is contributed by Englishmen, who pay taxus 
with no voice in the government. , 

Above all this, the republic could not main- 
tain its independence but for British protec- 


Far from being disposed to grant conces: 
sions demanded by the English citizens the 
Boer government has laid out a program of 
even greater exactions.

URGES FAIR FRANCHISE TAX. 


Governor Roosevelt Says Corporations 
Should Pay State a Just Per- 


centage of Earnings. 


Albany. N. Y., March 27.—Gévernor Roose-~ 
velt tonight sent to the Legislature a mes- 
sage recommending the appointment of « 
joint legislative committee to investigate 
the subject of taxing public franchises held 
by corporations and to report to the nex 
Legislature. 

The Governor says in part: 

“ The tax laws of this State are in an ex- 
ceedingly unsatisfactory condition, and I 
do not see how they can be put upon a just 
and wise basis save after cafeful investiga- 
tion by legislative action. At present the 
farmers, those having small holdings, are 
paying an improper and excessive proportion 
of the general taxes, 

“There is evident injustice in the light 
taxation of corporations. I have not the 
slightest sympathy with the outcry against 
corporations as such or against prosperous 
men of business. 

* From an armor plant to a street railway, 
no work which is really beneficial to the 
public can be performed to the best advan- 
tage of the public save by men of such busi- 
nese capacity that they will not do the work 
unless they themselves receive ample re- 
ward for doing it... | 

“ Moreover, to tax corporations or men of 
means in such a way as to drive themoutoft 
the State works great damage to the State. - 

* But while I freely admit all this, it yet © 
remains true that a corporation which de- 
rives its powers from the State should pay te 
the State a just percentage of its earnings 
as a return for the privileges it enjoys.

CARTER H. HARRISON HEARD BY 
_ 4,700 AT DOUGLAS HALL. 


Arriving Late, After the Council Meet- 
ing, He Is Given a Hearty Greeting 
—His Speech Deals with What His 
Administration Has Accomplished 
and His Ideas for the Future— 
Denies That He Has Said Corpora- 
tion Counsel Thornton Must Go.

A quiet statement of the accomplishments 
of hig administration and an exposition of 
his ideas for the future were the chief points 
in Carter H. Harrigon’s address to an audi- 
ence of 1,700 people at Douglas Hall, Thirty- 
first street and Indiana avenue, in the 
Fourth ,Ward, last night. He arrived late, 
after the close of the Council meeting, and 
frapotogizing for his'tardy appearance said 
he had not missed a single meeting of the 
Council or left the chair for a moment dur- 
ing his administration. To this fact he at- 
tributed ‘much of his success*in handling 
that body. He said further: ; 

‘* This administration, among other things, 
has abolished the evils of the justice court 
fee system, and plated the police court 
Judges on salaries. This was done in spite 
of the strenuous objections of many of 
them. They were told they must either sign 
contracts with the city or hand in their 
resignations. They accepted, and a system 
which-4t was said this. administration could 
not get rid of was abolished. Since that 
time. ithe number of arrests has been re- 
duced by 40 or 50 per cent, and there is al- 
ready thovement in the Legislature for the 
establishment.of city police courts. | 

“This administration has been conducted 
for the benefit ‘of the people of this city, and 
not’ for the ‘bénefit of any cabal of capital- 
ists, contractors, or any one of that sort. 


Takes Up Franchise Question. 


1M. Harrison then teek up the matter of 


street railway franchises and presented the 
same argument he has made all through the 
¢ampaigh. Hé favored ultimate municipal 
ownership, but said the courts would cer- 
tainly. prevent its accomplishment until the 
ninety-nine-year act was decided, 
_“In.my opinion,” the Mayor said, “ Mr. 
Carter has not been dealing fairly with the 
people in stating his position. He advocates 
the securing of a reducéd:fare first and com- 
pensation. afterwards. I should like to in- 
quire of Mr. Carter how he expects to get 
anything further from the street railway 
companies after he has once granted them 
a franchise. It is hard enough to hold them 
to what they have already promised.

You 
should be thankful to them, but they never 
would have been able to succeed if there 
had not been a strong Mayor in the chair 
to lead them.” a 


Commissioner MeGann Heard. 


Another speaker was Commissioner of 
Public Works McGann. He said: 

** Altgeld is trying to take away the rights 
which we are trying to hold and preserve 
for our children. He dare not come forward 
and say that municipal ownership is possible. 
Every man of intelligence knows it is not 
possible. He attacks the Democratic can- 
didate from the rear because he is afraid 
to fight in the open. 

** More progress for the city has been made 
during this inistration than in any other 
on record. fe have reformed the Special 
Assessment department and made it possible 
for the people to get the money which was 
due them. We have set about to remedy the 
defective plans for relMeving the drainage 
facilities and water supply of the city. with 
the result that the $24.000,000 which the

Was Mr. Head correct in his statement’ 
you would remove Mr. Thornton in case of 
your reélection?’” the Mayor was asked. 

** No one is authorized to make any such 
statement except Carter H. Harrison, and 
I have not said anything which could be 
construed that way to any one,” was the 
answer. 

Further than this the Mayor refused to 
say anything on the subject.

Pastor Keene of Evanston Threatens

Asbury Avenue Congregational Church, 
Evanston, has been locked and its windows 
nailed down to keep out its pastor, the Rev. 
A. A. Keene, as a result of a personal clash 
between Mr. Keene and the Rev. J. F. Loba, 
pastor of Evanston’s First Congregational 
Church, and Pastor Keene talks of carrying | 
the case into court. 

The First Church established the Ashbury 
Avenue Church as a mission. The Rev. B. 
M. Southgate resigned his pastorate at the 
mission last May, and Mr. Keene was called 
from De Pere, Wis., to succeed him. Mr. 
Keene’s management of the boys’ brigade 
of the mission Sunday school caused dis- 
satisfaction and the brigade was disbanded.

MAY VETO THE PAWNERS’ BILL. 


Governor Tanner Inclined to Look Upon 
the Measure as Class 
Legislation. 


Springfield, Ill., March 27.—[{Special.]—_ 
Governor Tanner said tonight that he did rot 
wholly approve the bill for the formation 
of pawners’ associations passed by both 
branches of the General Assembly and now 
before him. He did not state the grounds 
of his objections to the bill, but ft was 
learned from trustwarthy sources that he 
feels it is in the nature of class legislation. 
He has the bill now under advisemnet and 
is getting legal opinion concerning its effi- 
cacy. A veto is a possibility. 

In the Senate today by unanimous consent 
Senator Berry introduced three bills, the 
result of the investigation of the Chicago 
justice system, made by the special inves- 
tigating committee appointed two years ago. 
The bills were prepared by Justice John 
Cc. Evans of Chicago, and are designed to 
correct some of the evils growing out of 
the justice system of Cook County. 

One of the bills provides for the employ- 
ment of the justices as police magistrates 
at a salary to be fixed by the City Council, 
all of the fees of their offices going into 
the city treasury. The second bill gives 
justices jurisdiction in petty larceny cases 
and the third measure provides for special 
appeals from justice courts. 

In cases where special appeals are taken 
a transcript of the evidence must be sub- 
mitted and the proceeding is then identical 
with appeals from the higher courts. The 
act does not prohibit the taking of appeals 
as they are now taken. |

John P. Altgeld addressed an audience 
numbering several thousand residents of 
the Thirty-first Ward last night at Arcade 
Hall, in Wentworth avenue, near Sixty- 
fourth street. The ex-Governor seemed to 
become enthusiastic over the big crowd. It 
was evident many of his hearers were Re- 
publicans, but they listened with attention 
and at times he was heartily applauded \ 
when he spoke of the shortcomings of the 
Harrison administration. 

George Huff was chairman of the meet- 
ing. Colonel J. H. Monroe at the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Altgeld’s address called for do- 
nations to help along the cause of the mu- 
nicipal ownership movement. Over $100 was 
raised. 

Mr. Altgeld Was greeted with cheers when 
he stepped to the platform. The other 
speakers immediately gave way to him. | 

** Owing to the condition of my voice I will 
not address you at length tonight,’’ he said, 
“but I can say with truth that if I needed 
inspiration such an inviting audience would 
give it to me. 

** You voters are to confront a new ques- 
tion this spring, and this issue will affect | 
your lives and the lives of your children. ; 
The question is one concerning a new sys- | 
tem as to the regulation of monopolies and 
directly as to whether or not you desire an 
immediate reduction of street car fares, or 
desire to go on for twenty.years paying the 
same old fare of five cents. This is a prac- | 
tical proposition, affecting every man, Wom- ' 
an, and child in this hall, and rot to be dis- 
posed of in thoughtlessness or party bias. 


As to Monopolies. 

‘* The American people for years have tried 
to stop the growth of monopolies and have 
failed. It is apparent to all that in some 
ginstances. if their power is rightly exercised, 
monopolies reduce the cost of operation of 
public utilities, and now the question is pre- 
sented to the public whether our people de- 
sire to receive the benefit of those monopo- 
lies. To us it seems these monopolies 
should belong to the people as a measure of 
justice, fair dealing. and economy, and also 
to remove the hand that is bribing, debauch- 
ing, and corrupting our government. [Ap- 
plause.], 

‘**It is claimed by my opponents that, while 
municipal ownership is a good thing, our 
generation is not equipped practically for 
its introduction. I.claim the people of Chi- 
cago are today the equals of any business | 
community on the face of the globe, and. 
what any other city has accomplished they | 
are capable of accomplishing. [{Applause.] 

**I.do not believe the Republican.party is. 
capable of this task. While I have not the' 
slightest word to say against Mr. Carter,’ 
who is an excellent gentleman, yet the Re- 
publican party has swung from the pole of 
humanity, which it occupied’ in the days of 
Lincoln, to the pole of monopoly, where it is 
‘today. Mr. Carter is dominated by a ma- 
chine which gave us the Allen law and the 
gas frontage law, and, in fact, more vicious 
legislation in favor of concentrated capital 
than any previous Legislature in the history 
of the State. Therefore it is reasonable to 
ask, if Mr. Carter is elected will the hand 
of the city administration control the city 
machine, as it does the State and county 
machines? 


For Municipal Ownership. 

‘“‘Over one hundred cities have adopted 
municipal ownership successfully, and we de- 
clare the proposition is no longer a theory. 
The present generation is entitled to its 
rights just as much asthe next. The ordi- 
nances to be passed next summer are to de- 
cide whether you are to.receive these benefits 
or carry this burden as long as you live. 

‘‘ The Harrison administration has carried 
the assessment robbery further than any 
previous administration, and I think you are 
‘beginning to understand why every improyv- 
ment you receive costs just twice as much 
as it does in any other city.- The Mayor can 
stop these special assessment steals if he 

‘will. But he will not do so, I say, however, 
if I am elected that this special form of rob- 
bery will come to an end on April 4 next,” 


After Knights of Labor. : 

The Altgeld forces grew enthusiastic over

Deserts Harrison for Altgeld. _ 
J. V. Marion, Secretary of the Thirty-third 
Ward Democratic club, has deserted the 
Harrison camp and joined Altgeld’s forces. 
The Harrison Campaign committee sent him 
an invitation to take the stump. He re- 
plied: ‘‘ You may scratch me off the list. 
I want nothing more to do with your cheap, 
and bogus brand of Democracy.” 


Bryan Neutral in Chicago Election. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 27.—[Special.]~ 
W. J. Bryan, who lectured in this city to-

FACILITIES ARB AT MANILA. 


¢urgeon General Depends on January 
Report of Colonel Lippincott for 
All His Information —Is Utterly 
Unable to Give Any Figures on Any 
Subject—Asserts Red Tape Ie Cut 
ahd Supposes Supplies Are Plenty— 
Will Tolerate No Delay. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special. — 
Surgeon General Sternberg does not seem 
to have profited by the censure which he 
received at the hands of the War investi- 


' gating commission, and the lack of hos- 


pital surgeons, nurses, hospital supplies, 
and general facilities which marked the 
campaign at Santiago are apparent in the 
Philippines. 

Inquiry at his department today developed 
the fact that the Surgeon General actually 
did not know how many hospitals have 
been provided in the Philippines or the 
number of ambulances, surgeons, nurses, 
and facilities for caring for the wounded. 

He contented himself, however, with the 
statement that every requisition made by 
General Otis had been honored, and more 
supplies than he asked for had been sent; 
and that he supposed they had plenty, but he 
could give no figures. 

He said that the medical depot at San 
Francisco had. been ordered to honor all 


+ requisitions made by General Otis without 
« question, and that no delay would be tol- 


erated in filling them. 

The Surgeon General declared all red tape 
‘~had been cut, and there would be no delay 
in sending supplies. In addition to this he 
gaid that Colonel Lippincott, the chief sur- 
geon at Manila, advised him a few days 


ago that he had plenty of money with which 


' to make purchases, but the Surgeon General 


" gid not know whether the supplies necessary 


could be procured at Manila... 
Assumes Wounded Are Cared For. 


He assumed the wounded were proniptly 


‘removed from the field and taken to the 


hospital, where they were properly cared 
for. as it was the business of the medical 
corps to do so. 

He stated that about 100 surgeons were 
sent to Manila with the first two or three 
expeditions and a short time ago General 
Otis asked for more acting surgeons, when 
fifteen were sent with a number of medical 
officers. 

He knew nothing as to the number of am- 


" Dbulances which had been supplied, but said 


that he supposed each regiment was supplied 
with one. 

THE TRIBUNE correspondent was referred 
to the quartermaster’s department, which 
has charge of transporting the supplies 
of the army, and inquiry in this bureau 
developed the fact that the same lack of 
knowledge as to facilities for taking care 
of the wounded existed in this bureau as in 
the Surgeon General's department. 


Depends on a January Report. 

“All 1 know about the facilities at Manila 
fe contained in the report of Colonel Lip- 
pincott, the chief surgeon at Manila,” said 
the Surgeon General. 

This was given to THE TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent, and, while nothing was said as to 
the number of hospitals and their capacity, 
reference was. made to the first reserve 
corps’ hospital, the second reserve corps’ 
hospital, the convalescent hospital at Cor- 
regidor Island, the district hospital at Ca- 
vite, and a smallpox hospital, the location 
of which is not given, except that it is lo- 
cated in an “ open field.”’ 

Nothing is said as to the capacity of these 
hospitals, except the convalescent hospital 
on Corregidor Island. where 100 beds had 
been originally established, but there are 
now accommodations for 170 patients. This 
can be increased to 400 if necessary. 

There are buildings on the island for the 
accommodation of seventy-five beds, and 
sufiicient space for the erection of tents to 


. accommodate 325 more men. 


When the report was written the latter 
part of January there were only 168 patients 


the island. 


Nothing was said about preparations for 


~ the care of the wounded, and it is not known 
» .Whether'they are being well taken care of 


or not, as no advices have been received 
by cable, and it takes six weeks for the 
reports to come by mail. 

Colonel Lippincott was evidently aware 
that a conflict would come sooner or later 
and he realized the importance of making 
some preparation, as his reports show when 


“he said: 


“ Existing conditions as to our future re- 
lations with the native population of this 
country already referred to have rendered 


' it mecessary to prepare the medical depart- 
Mrent for active field operations. 


“I have not a sufficient number of pri- 


* vates of the hospital corps to warrant the 


formation and permanent maintenance of 
ambulance corps. As long as the troops re- 
main practically in garrison there would 


be nothing for them to do, and the men can 
be spared from the hospital. 


“But it was necessary to designate a 
number of medical officers, hospital stew- 
ards, and privates of the hospital corps from 
the hospital in Manile for ambulance servy- 
jice,.and these are ready to respond at a 
Moment’s notice. 


Short of Corps Men. 


“We have had practically no use for an 


&mbularce corps since the fall of Manila, 


and, indeed, it would have been impracti- 
cable to have maintained them owing to the 
lack of men. : 

“ All necessary transportation of the sick 
has been accomplished by ambulance and 
@uilez held at the reserve and subject to 
call at all hours, just as the ambulances of 
& large city hospital are kept in readiness 
for constant service. 

“This system has worked well and satis-

All the reports from Major General Otis 
show that Aguinaldo has strongly fortified 
the country along the line of the railread 
from Caloocan to Malolos, and possibly still 
farther northward. The advance of the 
American troops, even though it be slow, 
will be a constant series of telling blows 
against the insurrection, because it involves 
the capture of a series of important towns, 
where there has been hitherto a strong in- 
surgent sentiment. The immediate objective 
now is Bulacan, which ts the capital of the 
province of the same name, and is located 
twenty-two miles from the City of Manila. 
It is a town of about 14,000 inhabitants, 
with about 2,000 stone houses, and was the 
headquarters of the provincial Governor 
under the Spanish régime. 


Faces Aguinaldo’s Main Army. 


MacArthur's advance today, according to 
Otis’ report, was at Marilao, a place of about 
5,000 inhabitants, which is eight miles from 
Bulacan, and Malolos is about six miles the 
other side of the provincial capital. From 
this it will be seen that MacArthur's forces 
had before them fourteen miles of broken 
down railroad to reconstruct in the face of 
a strong force, comprising the main body of 
the insurgents under Aguinaldo himself. 
carefully fortified for the whole distance of 
fourteen miles, and besides that, broken up 
with estuaries and rivers. It is not expect- 
ed, therefore, that the advance will be bril- 
liantly rapid, but it will be none the less 
certain. Malolos is the real objective, be- 
cause there Aguinaldo established the head- 
quarters of the so-called “republic,” of 
which he is dictator; and the capture of that 
place would go far, it is believed, toward. 
convincing the natives that their self-consti- 


tuted chief is entirely unable to cope with | 


the Americans. 

Malolos is said to be a pretty little place 
of about 15,000 people. With this series of 
towns in the possession of the Americans 
they will have contro! of a large section of 
the native population, embracing most of the 


progressive natives, for, as the distance from | 


the capital increases, the population be- 
comes rapidly more and more uncivilized. 

The unfavorable feature of the situation is 
that there is no way, apparently, of getting 
in the rear of Aguinaldo, and from what is 
known of that gentleman's methods, he is 
not likely to surrender until his troops are 
dissipated entirely, but will prefer to carry 
on a guerrilla warfare after he has been 
driven beyond the line of his regular in- 
trenchments. 

These’ intrenchments are causing consid- 
erable ‘curiosity among military men, for 
all the reports indicate the lines of defense 
were laid out by experienced engineers, 
hence it\is believed that either some renegade 
German officer, or else some Spanish military 
men, have been helping Aguinaldo for some 
time to sustain his position, and have in- 
dicated the lines of his intrenchments, which 
are said to be V-shaped, with the railroad 
in the angle. This permits of rapid retreat, 
while at the same time the American forces 
advancing along the line of the road are 
held in check,. and all possibility of a rapid 
advance is destroyed. 

No doubt is felt nere as to the ultimate 
success of the advance movement under 
General MacArthur. The further he goes 
the more difficult it will be for the insurgent 
forces east of the city near the water- 
works to form'a junction with Aguinaldo. 
They are fronted by Brigadier General Rob- 
ert Hall, with the Fourth Infantry from 
Fort Sheridan, and Third Infantry, two 
battalions of the Seventeenth, and a squad- 
ron of the Fourth Cavalry, and two batteries 
of the Utah Artillery, while advancing up 
the railroad is MacArthur’s division, with 
Hale's brigade between the railroad and the 
shore, made up of the First Nebraska, First 
Colorado, First South Dakota, and First 
Wyoming.

No orders as to tactics to be employed 
are sent from Washington, but it is taken for 
granted that MacArthur will need a little 
time to refresh the troops, and hence it 
would not be surprising if there was a delay 
in active operations for several days. The 
work of pushing Aguinaldo northward will 
not be materially delayed, as it is the pur- 
pose of the commission to issue its first 
proclamation to the natives from Malolos, 
believing that when the Filipinos see the 
Americans in possession of the rebel capital 
and are confronted with a proclamation of 
pacific intention, and especially a promise 
of pardon to those who surrender, the back- 
bone of Aguinaldo’s insurrection will be 
broken. 

This is the whole purpose of the present 
movement, and it is deemed sufficiently im- 
portant to justify the loss of life, which, 
if the onward movement continues, will con- 
tinue to bé great, for it is quite evident that 
our troops must suffer heavily in storming 
the trenches, while the insurgents, retreat- 
ing ‘from one fortification to another, will 
naturally escape with but a slight loss.

The American Bell Telephone company, 
chartered under the corporation laws of 


' Massachusetts, is the parent of the Ameri- 


can Telephone and Telegraph company, as 
it is also of the New York Telephone com- 
pany, which has a monopoly of the telephone 
business of this city. The American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company:-has control 
of the long distance telephone system of the 


Bell company.” 


The offices of these concerns are at 18 
Cortlandt street, in the Telephone Build- 
ing, and there the greatest secrecy was main- 
tained regarding the purpose of the tre- 
mendous increase in the capital stock. 

Wall street had it that the purpose of the 
increase was to absorb the parent concern, 
the Américan Bell Telephone company, so 
that the latter could work under the liberal 
and elastic charter which the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company holds in this 
State. The corporation laws in Massachu- 


_ getts are strict and rigidly enforced and

afoul of them. 

In June of 1894 the American Bell company 
got a bill through both branches of the 
Massachusetts Legislature permitting it to 
increase its capital stock to $50,000,000 from 
$20,000,000, an increase of 250 per cent. 

When the measure was presented to Gcv- 
signature he 
promptly vetoed it on the ground that it was 
a stock watering scheme, saying that there 
was no reason why the company should be 
exempt from the Massachusetts laws as to 
stock watering. In many similar ways the 


Bell corporation has been defeated in its 


plans by the Massachusetts laws. 

The American Bell Telephone company has 
a@ monopoly of the telephone business in 
mahy o.¢ the largest cities. It had a com- 
plete monopoly until the Bell patents ex- 
pired a few years ago, and since then about 
8,000 independent companies have sprung 
up in different parts of the.country. 

As soon as any of these companies be- 
came of sufficient importance to jeopardize 
the business of the local offspring of the 
‘American Bell the latter would purchase or 
try to purchase a controlling interest in its 
stock, the purpose being to keep up the 
high rates which the American Bell com- 
panies have always maintained. 

Within the last year these independent 
concerns have outgrown the capacity of the 
parent concern to dominate them, partic- 
ularly in the West, and for years these com- 
panies have been trying to get a long dis- 
tance foothold in New York, but without 
success. The increase in capital of the New 
York company, it is thought, is in order to 
enable it to fight opposition. |

OBITUARY. 


BISHOP PETER DUGGAN died at 8t. 
Louis, Mo., yesterday, aged 74 years. He 
was born in Maynooth, County Kildare, 
Ireland, and educated at the Royal College 
of Maynooth. Before reaching his majority 
he moved to Missouri, and continued his ed- 
ucation at the St. Vincent’s College, Cape 
Girardeau. In 1847, at the age of 22, he was 
ordained. At first he was in charge of a 
parish in St. Louis, but in 1857 Archbishop 
Kenrick petitioned Rome, and had him ap- 
pointed his coadjutor, with the right to suc- 
ceed him. He received the title of Bishop 
of Antigone. During the latter part of the 
year 1858 the diocese of Chicago became 
vacant by the resignation of Bishop O’ Rea- 
gan. Bishop Duggan’s appointment did not 
have the effect of settling matters in Chi- 
cago. Charges against him were sent to 
Rome, and the Bishop of Baltimore was 
sent to adjust the matter. The decision went 
against Bishop Duggan. He became men- 
tally unsound in 1869, when he was succeeded 
by the Rev. Thomas Foley as coadjutor and 
administrator of Chicago. Bishop Duggan 
was removed to St. Vincent’s Institute in 
St. Louis, where he remained until his

THE MARCH TOWARD MALOLOS. 
Yesterday the American forees under 
General Otis resumed their march towards 
their objective point. That is Malolos, the 


-headquarters of the insurgents under Agui- , 


naldo and the point where it is supposed he 
will make an obstinate stand ff his courage 
has not oozed out of him by the time the 
Americans get near that town. The origi- 
nal program was to get between Malolos 
and about 10,000 of the insurgents and 
compel them to surrender. That plan hav- 
ing failed, owing to the rapid retreat of 
those rebels whom it was hoped to cut off, 
the plan of a march to Malolos along the 
line of the railroad has been adopted. 
Although the Americans have pretty well 
extricated themselves from the jungles and 
the rice fields, the march along the line of 
the railroad, which is never far from the 
coast, is not an easy one. There are a 
number of streams to cross, many of them 
unfordable, and the railroud bridges across 
them have been or will be destroyed. The 
dirt roads which parallel the raflway are 
not in good condition for cavalry or artil- 
lery. All these difficulties will be over 
come by the Americans, as greater diffi- 
culties have been. Neither natural nor arti- 
ficial obstacles daunt them. 

The Americans under General Wheaton, 
moving outin the morning from Meicauayan, 
where they had spent the night, found the 
enemy intrenched on the north bank of the 
Marilao River, an unfordable stream, the 
railroad bridge over which had been par- 
tially destroyed. In the face of a heavy 
fire some of the soldiers of Funston’s Kan- 
sas regiment swam the stream and captured 
a number of Filipinos. The appearance of 
the artillery commanding their position 
added to the demoralization of the Filipinos, 
who retreated hastily, losing heavily in 
killed and prisoners. That portion of the 
American army which crossed the Marilao 
River occupied the town of the same name, 
which the rebels left so hurriedly that they 
did not have time to burn it. The American 
loss was six killed and forty-six wounded. 

It is believed that the Americans will 
move along the railroad westward to Bula- 
can, a distance of eight miles, and then 
northward six miles to Malolos, Presum- 
ably Aguinaldo, who has a large force and 
who has had months to prepare himself in, 
has thrown up intrenchments all along the 
route. The Americans cannot easily out- 
flank him, so they may be compelled to 
push ahead along the railroad, repairing it 
as they proceed. This is rather slow work, 
but if the Filipinos do nat stand the Amer- 
ican attacks better than they have been do- 
ing it will be but a comparatively short 
time before the capital of Aguinaldo’s “‘‘re- 
public” is captured and he takes refuge 
in the mountains. 

As the Americans press on toward the 
rebel capita] they find at every railroad 
station proclamations intended to “ fire the 
Filipino heart,” and urging the burning of 
Filipino homes, These proclamations, 
signed by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
rebel forces, notify the Filipinos that, it is 
their right and duty to defend their lives 
and property against *“* would-be dominat- 
ors, who would kill them, their wives, and 
children.” The Filipinos are informed 


‘that under these circumstances they ought 


to be willing to sacrifice everything. In 
order to make sure that they sacrifice some- 
thing the Filipino troops are ordered to set 
fire to all towns they abandon, This is hard 
on the women and children, but does not 
incommode the Americans greatly. 

It is probable that thus far these procla- 


- mations have induced many Filipinos to be- 


lieve that there is no difference between 
Americans and Spaniards. The Filipinos 
are familiar with the cruelties practiced by 
the latter. They know that neither women 
nor children found mercy at their hands. 
When told by the insurgent leaders that 
they have no more to expect from Amer- 
icans than from the hated Spaniards their 
first impulse is to fight the former as des- 
perately as they have ever fought the latter. 


ever, that their leaders have been deceiv- 
ing them. They are finding out that on the 
field of battle the Spaniards are children 
compared with the Americans, but that 
when the fighting is over the latter are hu- 
mane and merciful. Every Filipino insur- 
gent who has been taken prisoner will tes- 
tify to that. The wounded have been cared 
for. The women and children have not 
been molested. There has been no plun- 
dering. As the area of territory controlled 
by the Americans expands and its inhab- 
itants discover how gently and peacefully 
they are governed, how low are their taxes, 
and how complete their freedom from the 
crushing exactions of the old régime they 
will be amazed that they eyer put faith in 
the men who assured them that Americans 
and Spaniards were cast in the same mold. 


DEATH OF COLONEL H. C. EGBERT. 

Colonel Harry C. Ngbert is the conspicu- 
nous name in the list of killed im the series 
of battles now raging near Manila. He 
died fighting at the head of his men. He 
served; the nation as a fighting man for 
thirty-eight years from the day of his ap- 
pointment as a First Lieutenant by Pres- 
ident Lincoln in 1861. His record has been 
notable for its deeds of valor, and partic- 
ularly during the war with Spain. He won 
the laurels of a regiment’s homage when at 
San Juan he led the charge up the hill, and 
he paid the price of his courage by falling 
wounded in the fight. But in the long list 
of men recommended for promotion for 
bravery there was no mention of Egbert. 


Shafter there was no mention of Egbert. 
It been stated that he was ignored be- 
cause Secretary Alger and General Shaf- 
ter entertained a dislike of his regiment. 
It seems impossible thet a spirit of petty

MASON’S BASE FIRE IN THE REAR. 

Senator Mason’s base abuse of the 
American government is in striking con- 
trast with the deeds of valor done by 
American soldiers. While our . soldiers 
are giving their lives for the advance- 
ment of the flag of liberty and civiliza- 
tion, Senator Mason is demanding that 
the Stars and Stripes be hauled down in 
the Philippines, and is ‘scolding like a 
fishwife because the islands are not sur- 
rendered to the tender mercies of a Malay 
dictator. Virtually the whole of the 
civilized world looks upon our suppres- 
sion of the Filipino rebels as a plain ful- 
fillment of our duty. Senator Mason calls 
it the act of a fool and a thief. When 
any man uses such epithets without judg- 
ment they strike only himself. 

In his new role of “little American” 
Senator Mason is revealing with painful 
distinctness the utter lack of judgment 
and reasoning powers that has always 
handicapped him. He lacks historical 
knowledge of the Anglo-Saxon race. If 
he had a wider view of the unbroken 
westward march of Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion and of the blessings of liberty that 
have followed this race under every flag, 
he would be incapable of the folly of call- 
ing upon that mighty movement to stop 
and turn backward. Even if Senator 
Mason knows nothing of the spirit or his- 
tory of the race outside of his own coun- 
try and generation, he could still avoid 
making himself ludicrous if only he had 
good judgment and could reason from the 
facts before his eyes. Evidently he has 
neither wisdom nor the wit to conceal 
his lack of it. | | 

It is hard to see how any man with 
an ordinary appreciation of cause and 
effect and with an ordinary degree of 
patriotic faith in his own nation can fail 
to understand that the United States is 
doing the only thing possible to do with 
honor in the Philippine Islands. From 
the hour on the 21st of last Apri] when 
the Spanish government declared war by 
severing diplomatic relations with this 
country to the firing of the latest volley 
against Aguinaldo’s insurgents, there is an 
unbroken chain of logical compulsion. Not 
for a single moment in those eleven months 
has it been possible for us honorably or 
safely to do otherwise than we have done. 
When Senator Mason flings his paltry epi- 
thets against the nation or the Washington 
government he exhibits his blindness to the 
logic of events. 

Mason was among the loudest in de- 
manding that the Cubans be rescued from 
Spanish cruelty. He was more than will- 
ing that we should expel Spain from Cuba 
by the full might of our army and nayy. 
Yet the moment this step was taken it 
became imperative that Dewey should get 
out of Hongkong and seize a base of 
operations from the enemy. When Dewey 
smashed the Spanish fleet at Manila he 
did it under the most inexorable compul- 
sion“known to a modern squadron. Nor 
was there anything else to do than to send 
an army to take Manila and relieve Dewey 
from the strain of the situation. When 
the Philippine capital was ours by land 
and sea the Spanish power was already 
ended forever in the whole archipelago. 
The islands where Weyler and his like 
had enriched themselves by robbery, and 
where the friars had played the greedy 
despot for centuries, were honeycombed 
with revolt against the ancient tyrant. 
Spain’s power was gone,whatever we might 
conclude to do. Humpty Dumpty had had 
a sad fall; and King’s horses or King’s 
men could not put him again where he 
was before. Not even Senator Mason pre- 
tended we could reinstate Spain in the 
Philippines if we had desired. Before the 
war with the United States Spain could 
not govern the Philippines or permanently 
subdue the insurgents. She had already 
exhausted every agency except bribery 
and that was only temporary.

It is true 
they had bought a truce of Aguinaldo for 
an enormous sum of money, but purchased 
truces are proverbially brief, and the money 
squeezed from the reluctant and terrified 
agents of rapacious Spain was only used 
to buy arms with which to renew the con- 
flict of the Malays with the Spanish 
forces. 

All Europe would have raised an angry 
protest if we had withdrawn after our 
war and left the islands in the incompetent

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION AT BAY. 

In the midst of the increasing discussion 
concerning the administration of the civil 
service law and the growing interest to 
know the facts it appears that the commis- 
sioners have excluded from their records 


a certain young woman whom they appar- 


ently suspect—-and doubtless correctly—of 
having had more than any one else to do 
with bringing the facts of those records to 
light. The raising of a bar against any 
person whatever who wishes to consult the 
public records of thé city, especially stitch 
as are brought in question in a municipal 
campaign, naturally strikes the Chicagoan 
as being high-handed, even when done by 
a body given to high-handed procedure, as 
Mr. Harrison’s Civil Service commission 
is. Apparently there was some feeling of 
uneasiness on the part of members of the 
board lest this view of the case might ap- 
peal to voters; hence they allege reasons for 


this extraordimary conduct—viz.: That this | 


person, who had previously consulted these 
records, had used the results for “ political 


purposes,” and is herself “ not capable of 


making an unbiased report.” 

But these declared reasons seem to a sim- 
ple-minded person a bit odd, because such 
a person does not see onthe one hand why 
the civil service records should not be used 
for “ political purposes,” if one chooses to 
make such use of them, nor on the other 
why the commissioners should lie awake 
nights or do any other act to forestall 
a “biased” report or conclusion on the 
facts of such records. The risk of biased 
opinions is incident to all human life. If 
the commission had alleged that the records 
were not being copied -truthfully or that 
the information given was not correct, our 
simple minds would have understood and 
been satisfied. But that the anxious mem- 
bers of this board. should: feel a parental 
constraint to exercise a public censorship 
over the use to which such informatio 
should be put after it had left their office is 
suggestive of Russia and Siberia, where it 
is a recognized crime to use facts unfavor- 
able to the government for “ political pur- 
poses,” and where any critic of the admin- 
istration may be jeopardized in his civil 
rights on the summary ground of being a 
biased person. 

The circumstances of this case lead to the 
conclusion that the reason why this par- 
ticular person out of Chicago’s two millions 
was barred from the civil service docu- 
ments was because she was the person 
best qualified by experience and observa- 
tion under the civil service law to get at 
the shameful scandals wrapped up in those 
documents. ‘The public will draw its own 
conclusions as to the presumption thus 


raised concerning those records, and will | 


perhaps derive some aid in so doing from 
the pamphlet published a few days ago by 
the Hamilton club of the civil service his- 
tory of the last two years. :

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES. 


Long and Bitter Struggle of Schles- 
wig Peasants, Against the En- 
croachments of the Sea. — 


If we were to visit this spring the low 
west coast of Schleswig, where the drifting 
sands are constantly changing the vague out- 
lines of the shore, we should witness a scene 
of unusual activity. Along that part of the 
coast fronting the Halligen Islands the large 
appropriation of the Prussian Legislature 
for the protection of the coast and islands 
against the invasion of the North Sea is be- 
ing expended. A large force of men is now 
building the dam or breakwater between the 
little jsland of Oland and the mainland which, 
in connection with other works already com- 
pleted, is expected to keep the sea within 
bounds for many milegalong the coast. 

The people living along this constantly en- 
dangered part of the shore have a lively an- 
ticipation of acquiring new lands, covered 
with rich, deep mud, which will be reclaimed 
from the sea by the dikes building around 
them. They expect that not only will these 
defenses keep the sea from eating the main- 
land away, but also that new areas of land 
will be secured after windmills or steam 
power have pumped the inclosed spaces dry. 
Holland calls these reclaimed areas polders, 
and has over 1,000 of them along the south- 
ern part of her coast; and Schleswig will win 
a new series of példers through the walls 
now building to hem in the overflowed lands. 

Not even Holland herself has suffered more 
from the irruptions of the sea than these 
outlying lands of Schleswig. On any good 
map may be seen hundreds of sand banks, 
or watten, as they are called, lining the coast 
and extending twenty or more miles out fnto 
the North Sea. In the middle ages these 
sand banks, now hidden under the waters 
at flood tide, were a part of the mainland 
and were covered with fertile fields. Since 
then the sea has gnawed the entire coast 
away to a depth of over twenty miles, and 
the islands are now merely the ruins of what 
was solid land. In 600 years Schleswig has 
lost one-third of her area by these persistent 
aseaults of the sea. 

A special feature of the new works is the 
complete they are intended to give 
to the low lying Halligen Islands, which rise 
only a few feet above high water. Their in- 
habitants have been driven by the encroach- 
ments of the sea to live in small cabins built 
on artificial mounds, and, worn out by the 
hardships and uncertainties of their posi- 
tions, many of them have abandoned their 


homes and seught refuge on the mainland.—

The Trust Problem. 

Public interest in the trust problem grows 
with the increasing number of industrial 
combinations, and the question of dealing 
with this form of monopoly, it is gener- 
ally recognized, has become of paramount 
importance. The New York Journal of 
Commerce—a paper of the highest author- 
ity as to industrial and commercial af- 
fairs—presents a summary of approximate- 


ly complete statistics of the trust organiza-. 


tions of the United States, using the term 
“trust ’’ as covering not only consolidated 
corporations formed for directly monopo- 
listic purposes but also alliances-of inde- 
pendent organizations.acting under a com- 
mon understanding for the purpose of less 
directly regulating or defeating natural 
competition, the latter being but a small 
proportion of the whole. It is shown that 
at the end of February these combinations 
numbered 353, and that they had issued 
stock and bonds to the enormous amount 
of $5,832,882,842. 

Nearly our entire industrial system has 
been placed upon the monopolistic basis, and 
as the Journal of Commerce says,jhe change 
is the most stupendous revolution ever 
accomplished in the history of the world’s 
industrial growth. 

It would seem that Congress has already 
gone to the limit of its powers in legislat- 
ing against trusts and that the only re- 
cougse for the suppression of the combina- 
tions is in State legislation.—Omaha Bee. 


Plan to Punish Trust Chiefs. 


Would it not be a pretty good thing—while 
waiting for something drastic—to grant ab- 
solute immunity to any man confessing 
bribery, whether bribe-giver or bribe-taker? 
Ought not the bribe-giver be enabled by con- 
fessing to get back his bribe? Ought not 
the bribe-taker be rewarded with payment 


equal to the original bribe for telling the 


truth? 

Since there is no hope whatever of con- 
victing our national thieves on the usual 
basis, should we not make it worth one

DEAD MAN FOR JUDGE—Every year 
the Universities of Iowa and Wiscensin 
have an intercollegiate debate. In order 
that the judges may be absolutely impar- 
tial each university makes up a list of twelve 
men whom they are willing to have serve. 
Each then picks one man from the list fur- 
nished by the other and a coin is tossed to 
determine from which list the third judge 
shall come. But this year the lists have 
either been made up with little care or else 
the spirit of ward politics is rampant in the 
two seats of learning. At any rate there 
has been enough political rhaneuvering to 
justify the comparison with a Cook County 
Democratic convention. In the list of judges 
submitted by Wisconsin there are one dead 
man and several alumni of the university.

Finally 
the first two judges were selected and Iowa 
lost the toss for the third, thus forcing them 
to select a judge from the Wisconsin list.

Accordingly it is 
now up to Wisconsin. They may pick one 
of the men on Iowa's list who its now serving 
in Cuba and the opportunity for further 
training in practical politics is great.

JERRY MONROE STILL LIVES. 


Chicago Relative Denies the Report of 
His Death Which Was Prin ted 


in the Evening Papers. 


William F. Monroe yesterday denied the 
report of the death of his relative, Jerry 
Monroe, which was printed in the evening 
papers. He said he certainly would have 
been notified at once if Jerry had died. 

Jerry Monroe for many years was one of 
the most prominent of the “ levee” poli- 
ticlans. He was the owner at one time of 
the Bon Ton saloon in Clark, near Harrison,

$25,000 that ‘he would win the Derby, but 
his horse came in a bad third. During the 
World’s Fair he opened a beer garden at 
Sixty-first and State streets. This, however, 
did not pay, and he retired to a farm near 
Houghton, Mich., where he has lived ever 
since.

W. R. Hunter was chairman of the con- 
vention. He is the local attorney of the 
Illinois Central, whose position E. C. Curtis 
is said to have threatened because he failed 
to line up with the regulars two years ago. 
Mr. Hunter is still working for the Illinois: 
Central, also for the antis. 

‘A few days before the primaries ‘“‘ Dan” 
Paddock, a leading attorney and ex-Repre- 
sentative, transferred his allegiance from , 
the regulars to the antis. Mr. Paddock 
worked for the machine last fall, taking the 
stump for Curtis when his cause seemed 
lost. But Mr. Paddock wants to be the next 
Republican candidate for State Senator, and 
s0 does Small. So Paddock became an antl. 

It is generally thought the regulars will 
vote the Democratic town ticket, excusing 
themselves on the ground that the antis 
voted the so-called fusion or Democratic 
ticket last fall. George R. Letourneau, can- 
didate for Assessor, made fusion speeches 
and other leaders of the anti faction openly 
electioneered for the fusion ticket. 

The Democratic ticket is a strong one, 
and without the support of the regulars it 
is thought the Republican ticket will be 
beaten. If it is, the antis say they will ask 
for Small's resignation as asylum trustee. 
If the anti ticket is elected Small’s prestige 
as a leader is seriously impaired. | 

The situation is now such that a Demo- 
cratic Mayor stands a good chance for elec- 
tion this spring, although the reverse would 
be the case were the Republican factions 
united.
